HOME TALKS 


Little Problems of The Home. 


A. Large Family and a Limited Income. 


. A woman writes to know if I can- 
act advise her in some way how to 
live more economically. 
Her hus- 


band died recently, she says, leavin? 
her with three children, one a girl 
large enough to take a business po- 
sition, the other two. quite small. 
All they have to live upon is what 
this girl earns, as the money the 
husband has saved, not a very large 
amount, has been used. The father 
died of consumption, and the daugh- 
ter who works is not very strong. 
She js- in a factory, the mother 
•writes-, "and every day it seems to 
me she gets thinner and paler. I 
acknowledge I am not a good man- 
ager. I try to make both ends meet- 
But before the week is out my money 
is gone and I do not know where. 
Can't you tell me how to plan bet- 
ter?" 


This woman has rather a desperate 


problem on her hands, but she rec- 
ognizes her defects and she is so wil- 
ling and anxious to remedy them 
that she surely will win out. 


In the first place, the daughter 


should be taken out of the factory. 
Her health should be the first con- 
sideration. It would be a wise step 
for the little family to move to some 
email suburban 
town or 
country 


place, where rents are cheaper, liv- 
ing less expensive, because a few 
hens and a little garden will help, 
And where the kind of work the fam- 
ily can do can he found. 


The best thing for the daughter 


would be to go into some nice family 
as a helper. 
There are plently of 


housewives who would welcome her 
with open arms. Her health would 
be the better for such work, and in 
many a home she would be almost 
one of the family. She might not 
like the idea, but if she does her 
•work well and conducts herself with 
dignity and self-respect she will not 
lose caste. She will make a place 
for herself and be respected and ad- 
mired for her pluck. As time goes 
on and family finances grow easier, 
she might take a course in domestic 
science. Plenty of good positions are 
awaiting such graduates. 
It is a 


rather new field and at present a 
very empty one. 


If the family are in such straits, 


the mother might find work occasion- 
ally in the homes of the town. It is 
Hot a time for false pride. And any 
woman v.'.30 does her work well, no 
matter what that work may be. has 
the respect of the right sort of peo- 


ple. 
In a certain small town is a 


woman who at one time was quite 
well off. She has' a large, comfort- 
able home on the suburb's finest 
street." But she has lost everything 
but this home, and this is heavily 
mortgaged. Her husband is an in- 
valid, her son of little account and 
the only other member of the family 
is a daughter too small to be of any 
help. That woman takes in washing, 
does 
housecieaning, " anything 
by 


which she tan earn an honest living, 
and keep her-home. And the-neigh- 
bors applaud. When she comes to 
make a call they may ask her to 
corae the next day and do the wash- 
ing. They think all the more _of her 
because of her pluck. 


Since the- wr-iter-of-this 4etter says 


her money is -gone before the- weefc. 
is out, and she does not know where 
it has gone, it would be, well for 
her to make.a memorandum of each 
thing as she buys _it_"" Let her keep 
a pencil and'a piece _of paper handy, 
and every time she spends a cent let 
it go down on the paper. At the end 
of the week,_ or eveS~J2t.the _end of 
the day. since quick action .is* neces- 
sary to improve existing conditions, 
let her go over the account carefully 
and thoughtfully. She will soon see 
where she can retrench. Too much 
has been spent for this that need 
not have been bought. It is wonder- 
ful, when expenses are before one in 
black and white, how strongly wrong 
propositions in buying will stand 
out, 
how quickly one can see where 


to improve, how this expense can be 
cut out and that one reduced. Know- 
ing what she has io expend, she can 
by looking over the expense account 
see exactly how to apportion it, BO 
that things will come out even at the 
end of the week. 


A woman with this problem on her 


hands would do well also to get 
books out of the public library on 
domestic science, and learn how to 
get the most nutritious food for the 
least money. With all her desire, 
and her need to save, she is probably 
buying in the most extravagant man- 
ner, not paying the highest prices, 
perhaps, but getting the least return 
of nourishment for her monr-y. 


By going to work in this method- 


ical, earnest way. she will soon have 
her home on a more economical and 
a better mana~™1 basis.

made the final draft of the code as enacted. The house 
had adopted by a vote of 66 to '2"2 an amendment offered 
by Representative Gneriii. (Rep.) of iSaudnsky to re- 
quire a compulsory arbitration clause inserted in street 
railway franchises. This amendment was killed by the 
conference committee, and it is charged that Mr. Hard- 
ing at the behest of Senators Hauua and Foraker was 
instrumental in having it killed. ' 


Mr. Harding "s speech as a candidate for governor 


does not coincide with his record as a state senator. 


Having a long record for straddling or getting on 


both sides of a question it is not surprising to find that 
Mr. Harding has also planted himself on both sides of 
the arbitration question.

Much speculation has been aroused 


by our text. Some bare claimed that

purgatory and there preached to them. 
Not only is the Catholic theory In line 


but which be intended should fall 
upon the earth and cause the great 
flood In Noah's day. Hence at the ap 
propriate Ume God gave instruction* 
to Noah to prepare an ark for the MT- 
ing of himself and his house. Noah 
and his family were the only member* 
of Adam's race In all the earth who 
were not more or lea* contaminated by

us we shall show— quite con 


.- v to the teachings of our text when 


Tlewed in the light of its context. 


Those preached to were not human 


beluga, but spirit beluga— not men. but 
angels. This Is clearly stated in verse 
20. which tells us when these angels 
were imprisoned and why. They were 
Imprisoned in the days of Noah at the 
torn* of the flood. They were imprisoned 
for disobedience. 
So we read (verse 


19). 
"He preached unto spirits In prt* 


on. which sometime were disobedient. 
when once the long-suffering of God 
waited In the days of Noah, while the 
ark waa a preparing:." Turning back 
to the Genesis account of that time we 
find quite a complete record or history 
of these disobedient spirits, in the 
Sixth Chapter, verses 1-5. 


Angels Preferred to Be Humana. 
Some time after father Adam's diso- 


bedience and hla expulsion from Eden 
— the holy angels were permitted to 
visit humanity with a view to assist- 
ing men back to harmony with God. 
This doubtless was permitted for two 
reasons: First, bad such an opportu- 
nity not been furnished, the angels 
might in the conclusion of God's great 
Plau. hare beeu inclined to say. Yea. 
God accomplished buuiau salvation. 
but in a very roundabout way and at 
very great cost aud trouble. Had he 
given us an opportunity to mingle with 
humanity we might have had an up- 
lifting influence upon the people and 
have accomplished their reconciliation 
to God. 


God wished to forestall any such 


misunderstanding of the wisdom of 
the Plan which he had arranged and 
would, hi due time, work out; second- 
ly. the angels themselves never had 
come In contact with sin of any kind 
Hence they never bad been tested or 
tried In respect to their obedience and 
loyalty to the Creator. They were per- 
mitted to attempt the recovery of hu- 
manity— p- ~tly In order to test then* 
owu obedience and loyalty to God. 


Our knowledge of spirit beings and 
r 
tbe powers granted to them by the 
Almighty is limited to our observation 
of the Bible record. The angels who 
appeared as young men at our Lord's 
•epnlcbre and again at his ascension 
and who. as soon as they had accom- 
plished the purposes of their visit, van- 
ished. are Illustrations. 


We remember the account of bow 


Abraham sat 
In the door of his 


tent and. Behold, three men came to 
him. 
He received them as men. enter- 


tained them at dinner and. we read. 
•They did eat and talked with Abra- 
ham." They bad human powers though 
•till spirit beings. 
When they dema- 


terialized they vanished. 


Genesis vt 12, informs us that this 


privilege of materialization for the as- 
sistance of mankind was eventcallv 
misused by some of the angels as an 
opportunity for sinful intercourse with 
humanity. The time at which this be- 
gan Is not definitely stated. The ex- 
pression. "When men began to multi- 
ply on the face of the earth." might 
•afely be estimated at about a thou- 
sand years after Adam's creation anu 
tall. This would leave a period of 655 
years to the flood. It was approxi- 
mately during that long period thai 
the angel?" sons of God. seeing the 
' daughters of men. took to themselves 
1 for wives all that they chose of the 


fair daughters of men. And they bare 
children to them. The same became 
mighty men which were of old men of 
renown— and giants. 
We remember 


tiiat at that early day human life was 
much longer than now and that man- 
bood was scarcely reached before a 
century and that few became fathers 
•ooner; and when we remember also 
taat 
the children 
of 
the 
angels 


are not mentioned as boys, but men. 
mighty men. renowned men, it gives 
the thought that the angels, without 
Itfrlne permission, bad really startM 
to propagate a new race and that their 
progeny was much stronger than that 
of the poor. Adamic stock. 


Tbe disregard of Divine Law meant 


that the strength of these giants would 
be used selfishly and the licentious ex- 
ample of the angel* bad a demoral- 
ising effect upon the children of Adam. 
as well as upon their own children 
Jffl this Is stated and Implied in the 
Vfcords, "And God naw that the wtcked- 
\em of man was great In the earth. 
and that every Imagination of the 


of al* bean wu only t?u 


been that influence when we read as 
an exceptional matter. "Now Noah 
(and 
his family) was perfect in his 


generation" — the disobedient angela 
had nothing; whatever to do with gen- 
erating them. 


Fallen Angsts Changed. 


While the angels preferred to lire as 


men in human bodies, they would not 
be overwhelmed like humanity in the 
flood, but merely dissolve, by demate- 
rialization. their human bodies and be, 
aa originally, spirit beings. Satan was 
the first sinner against the Divine gov- 
ernment. In his endeavor to set np a 
separate empire and to have humanity 
for Us subjects. 
Although God had 


full power to destroy Satan and tbe 
other disobedient angels, he has not 
exercised that power, instead he mere- 
ly Isolated them from himself and tbe 
holy angels and imprisoned them, in 
the sense that he no longer permitted 
them to materialize, either as a ser- 
pent or as humanity for tbe tempting 
and injury of our race. In this sense 
tbey are Imprisoned—restrained of lib- 
erty 


Now let us hear St Peter's words re- 


specting these angels wbo sinned. Be 
says (II P"ter ii. 4). "God spared not 
the augels that stnued. but cast them 
down to bell, and delivered them into 
chains of darkness, to be reserved unto 
judgment." The word tartarut her* 
rendered "hell" In our Common Ver- 
sion, is found nowhere else in tbe Bi- 
ble. 
It refers to our earth's atmos- 


phere and to tbe fact that those fallen 
angels, called demons or devils.- are 
"the power of tbe air." And Satan, 
who was originally an angel of much 
higher rank 
and nature, is their 


Prince. "Tbe Prince of tbe power of' 
the air." the Prince of demons. They 
are "cast down" In the seuse of being 
treated iguominlously. Tbey are "In 
chains of darkness." not in chains ol 
iron. They can still go and come and 
be sources of temptation to humanity 
wbo ere in a sinful attitude of mind. 
They are restrained in chains of dark- 
ness In tbe sense that whatever tbey 
do must be done in the dark—until 
their judjnnent Ume at the Great Day 
—at tbe beginning of Messiah's thou- 
sand year day of tbe reign of right- 
eousness. 


Turn to St. Jnde's Epistle. There 


we read (verae 6». "The angels which 
kept not their first estate, but left 
their own habitation, be hath reserved 
in age lasting chains, under darkness, 
unto tbe Judgment of the Great Day." 
Their first estate in which tbey were 
created was the spirit or angelic con- 
dition. They left their own proper con- 
dition of living and nature. In viola- 
tion of the Divine will, that tbey might 
live on a lower plane—live In sin; for 
tbe angels are sexless, though always 
referred to as masculine. 
And our 


Lord declares that those begotten of 
tbe holy Spirit, wbo during this age 
shall attain to the resurrection of tbe 
dead, tbe "First Resurrection." will be 
"like unto the angels" In several re- 
spects—one of these being that tbey 
will neither marry nor be given in 
marriage, but be without sexual dis- 
tinction. 


In harmony with this note bow 


spiritualists hold their seances, either 
in absolute darkness or In a very faint 
light. They claim now that the spir- 
its are getting more and more power
